Seventeen persons spoke, Tuesday evening in the Herbert C. Barrows 
Auditorium, against allowing low and moderate income housing off woburn 
Street, down by the Ipswich River. A crowd of about 200 applauded them, warm- 


ly 


The appeal board was hearing the second session of the appeal of the Tambone 


Corporation of Reading to erect housing under the provisions of Chapter 774 of 
the Acts of 1969 - the so-called snob zoning law. 
Some of the speeches were very fine - well thought out. Unfortunately they 
generally had nothing to do with the case, for the snob zoning law carefully in- 
structs the appeals board on the type of evidence that may be heard. The woes of 
a municipality, the debts, the water problems, the over-crowding of schools, etc. 
have no bearing on a snob zoning appeal. 
There was one more person who spoke - Arnold C. Blake, water commissioner. 
Mr. Blake told the appeal board, and the audience, that he was one of four 
Wilmington residents who had taken a tour of some places built as does the Tam- 
bone Corporation want to build in Wilmington. 
“You don’t know what you are talking about’’ he told the audience. He said 
that he would not hesitate to pay $400 a month to live in one of the places con- 
structed under the provisions of Chapter 774. They were, he said, “the finest type 
of developments - and I have seen many developments.”’ 
There wasn’t much applause for Mr. Blake. 


One of the better speeches was 
the first one - by Frangis Ottati, 
newly elected to the school com- 
mittee. Mr. Ottati had his facts 
well marshalled. 

The’ school department, Ottati 


said. estimates that there will be -

apartments (34) and four bedroom 
apartments (12). 

Wilmington spends, he said, 77¢ 
of its tax dollar on students. There 
are 1500 senior citizens, and 350 
families on welfare. 

‘The tax hase has heen expanding 
very slowly, during the past three 
years. ‘At the present time the 
home owners pay 45% of the taxes, 
and business pays 55%. Sixty per 
cent of the homes in Wilmington 
pay less than the national average, 
in taxes. 

Two hundred students, Ottati 
said, would cost the town $226,000 a 
year. He understood that the es- 
timated taxes on the project was 
$100,000 a year. (It was stated, in 
the’ first session of the hearing, to 
be estimated at $200,000. Ed.) 

“you and I will make up the 
difference” said Ottati. ‘The 
problem is that we have to attract 
business income. We have no emp- 
ty class rooms. We have a high 
school built for 900, and it houses 
1400." 

“To superimpose several hun- 
dred pupils in, on an already over- 


crowded school system ‘will-

“T believe in retaining local con- 
trol. and local options.’” 

Mr. Ottati was warmly applaud- 
ed.

Rep. Tsongas, Pres. Olsen 
announce nuclear debate 


U.S. ‘Rep. Paul Tsongas and 
Lowell Techonological Institute 
President Everett V. Olson have 
invited the citizens of Wilmington 
to attend a Nuclear Debate at 
Lowell Tech, April 1 at 8 p.m. 

Tsongas and Olsen cited the need 
to establish a dialogue on the vital 
question of nuclear energy, in an- 
nouncing the debate between four 
prominent nuclear scientists. 
Congressman Tsongas will act as 
moderator. 

The nuclear scientists favoring 
the use of nuclear power plants 
will be Dr. Joseph Turnage of New 
England Electric and Dr. Ian 
Forbes, chairman of the LTI 
Department of Nuclear Engineer- 
ing. Forbes received national 
attnetion last year after challeng- 
ing Ralph Nader to a televised 
debate on nuclear energy. Forbes 
accused Nader of using scare tac- 


tics on the issue. Opposed to 
further nuclear power plant expan- 
sion will be Dr. James MacKensie, 
chairman of the Union of Concern- 
ed Scientists and an Audubon 
Society staff scientist; and Daniel 
Ford. executive director of the 
Union ‘of Concerned Scientists. 
Ford led the move to shut down the 
Pilgrim nuclear power plant in 
Plymouth due.to potential reactor 
leakage. 


Tsongas said the forum “‘will ? 


serve as a model in an attempt to 
establish a public dialogue on the 
future of nuclear energy."’ The 
Fifth District Democrat has been 
asked by Rep. Morris Udall (D- 
Ariz.). chairman of the Energy 
and Environment Subcommittee, 
to look into establishing a format 
that the Subcommittee could 
utilize to focue additional attention 
on the nuclear question. Tsongas

is a member of the Energy and En- 
vironment Subcommittee. 

Projections are that 50 per cent 
of our electricity may be supplied 
by nuclear generation by the year 
2000." Tsongas stated. ‘‘We must 
be positive that this means of 
production is absolutely’ safe. 
Serious questions have been raised 
on the possibility of nuclear 
materials falling into terrorist 
hands. about the disposal of 
nuclear waste, and on the 
transportation of radioactive sub- 
stances." Tsongas will report 
back to Udal and the Subcom- 
mittee on the LTI debate. 

In making the joint announce- 
ment, Lowell Tech President 
Olsen said the school welcomed 
the opportunity to host the debate. 
“An educational institution which 
possesses a nuclear reactor and 
offers a course in nuclear 
engineering has an obligation to 
focus attention on this subject. We 
interpret this obligation to mean 


that at Lowell Tech, all sidesof the 3 
nuctear issue should be ex- 
pressed."’ Olsen noted that LIT 
would be the site of an “‘Inter- 
national Nuclear Conference"’ in 
July of 1976. ‘‘The co-sponsorship 
of this debate is another opportuni- 
ty for Lowell Tech to play.a role in 
the determination of the future 
uses of nuclear power,” Olsen 
concluded 

Rep. Tsongas and President 
Olsen have issued an invitation to 
the public from throughout the 
Fifth Congressional District and 
the Boston area to attend the 
debate. Olsen predicted that the 
debate would be “fiery and quite 
productive for the audience."’ As 
moderator. Tsongas said he would 
steer the panelists toward the 
question of the risks and benefits 
of nuclear power expansion and 
away from a purely academic or 
technical discussion.

of saving to escape a city environ- 
ment. 

The people who will occupy 
these 1, 2, 3 and 4 bedroom units 
will, by necessity, demand in- 
creased police protection, up- 
dating existing fire equipment and 
personnel, schooling for some 200 
children, sidewalks, street lights, 
sewerage, garbage and rubbish 
disposal, recreation facilities, etc. 
There is no way to recover federal 
or state funds for supplimenting 
these services.

Several weeks ago there 
appeared in the Town Crier a 
public announcement or Financial 
Statement. relative to the 
Regional Health Center, in 
Wilmington. It showed, -among 
other things. that the Center spent 
$13,886.98 more than it received. 
during the fiscal year. There are 
those who have wondered why. 

Larry Chapman, the Executive 
Director. says: “If I looked at an 
organization's financial statement 
and saw that kind of deficit it 
would start me thinking. My next 
question would be...I[s there a 
legitimate reason for the deficit? 

The Health Center is not yet 
providing any services, so it 
receives no revenue from 
operating. only from donations. 
The cost now exceeds the revenue 
because the project is now being 
started 

Cost associated with architects, 
state filing fees. and the running of 
an office are all going to be high. 
when any new project is started. 

our formal fund raising’’ Chap- 
man says “has been delayed 
because we have some $2.428.676 in 
grant requests. from public and 
private sources. that are now pen- 
ding. In order to submit some of 
the grants the Health Center has to 
pay for some items of develop- 
ment. 

~The Board of Directors is try- 
ing to get as much money as possi- 
ble from outside sources so that 
area residents, business and in- 
dustry will not have to pay as 
much. Unfortunately the Health 
Center is being penalized by going 
trapped into the timetables of 
other public’ and private 
organizations. 

“The complexity of the whole 
project is almost overwhelming 
The variety of governmental agen- 
cies. financing organizations. 
regulatory bodies. etc. is enough to 
curl your hair. In the meantime 
the Health Center Board agonizes 
over every cent it spends. 

“In summary, the Health Center 
has to spend more money than it 
makes right now. because we are 
being forced to develop at a faster 
rate than our revenues coming in 
would pay for. If the Health 
Center cuts back the spending to 
keep pace with the donations, then 
it would not develop fast enough to 
keep the approval of the project 
that has already been received by 
the state. 

“The Health Center. of course, 
owes its existance to the many in- 
dividuals who have contributed 
money. over the years. This 
source of support is particularly 
vital. right now. The entire 
amount contributed to date (about 
$80.000) is less than 2% of what is

facilities were inadequate. She 
questioned police protection, and 
fire protection, and declared there 
would have to be a new firehouse 
and a new ladder truck for the fire 
department. ° 

Her presentation was among the 
highlights of the evening. 

Anne Mahoney wanted to know 
about the ownership of the land. 
Joe Wishcamper of Tambone Inc. 
said that 23 of the 28 acres are 
owned, and four acres in the center 
are under option. 

Daniel Gillis, chairman of the 
selectmen, declared, among other 
things that the mixing of three 
typés of income had been proven 
not to work, in other parts of the 
state. 

Bob McCabe drew attention to 
Woburn Street - a very busy street 
he described it. The exit would be 
across from his home, and he drew 
attention to a large area further 
east. on the map, about which not 
much had been said. 

Miceli described the board of 
appeals as ‘ta good board of 
appeals"’ and that there were over 
1000 names on the petition. ‘I 
hope you are going to do the right 
thing and vote against it."” 

He described the project as 
“another dictate from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts - 
let's keep it a small town - that’s 
why we are here!"’ 

John Graney said the trash 
problem would be ‘‘monumental"’ 
with 200 apartments. An exchange 
between Attorney Courtney and 
the chairman resulted in a state- 
ment that trash would be cared for 
by a private contractor. 

Vic Connors told how he had 
moved into Wilmington sixteen 
years ago, after saving for 20 
years. He bought his home on the 
assumption that he was losing 
crowded conditions. 

He was caustic about the 
politicians of Beacon Hill, whom 
he described as living on three 
acre estates with glass on the 
walls 

Connors described American 
Park and Neptune Park, in Lynn. 
They look, he said ‘‘like 
Stalingrad." 

Speaking of one of those places, 
Connors said there are now 60 
“‘survivors,"’ and the Lynn Police 
are very very busy. His descrip- 
tions were quite vivid, and describ- 
ed himself as ‘‘very much against 
this.” 

Nancy Bodeastein was another 
who spoke against. She said the 
snob zoning law had been designed, 
she understood, ‘‘for the affluent 
communities." 

After Arnold Blake had spoken 
of what he had seen Peter Sim- 
mons compared the project to 
Columbia Point, in Boston. Blake 
said it was not so. Another who 
brought up Columbia Point was 
Richard Zuccaro, who ended up by 
describing a sanitary problem. He 
was told by the chairman to sit 
down. 

Bob Cassidy was another who 
spoke. Everything that everyone 
had said was true, he declared. He 
described a development which 
the state now owns and in which 
there are many cases of break and 
entry. 

The last principal speaker was 
Madelyn McKie. She wanted to 
know if the MHFA had minimum 
standards, how many people to a 
bedroom, if there would be 
troubles in getting the effluent into 
the MDC sewers. She described 
two brooks, on the land, flowing 
into the Ipswich and wanted to 
know about the plans for those 
brooks. 

She was answered, in part, by 
Joe Wishcamper, who told her that 
there was no minimum for 
bedrooms, but that the maximum 
was two persons, and no more than 
two children to a bedroom, nor 
more than one child per bedroom 
unless of the same sex. There 
could be, he said, six to eight per- 
sons in a four bedroom apartment. 
Speaking of the efflueat problem, 
Mr. Wishcamper said he would be 


very happy to research it further. . 


The present proposals, before the 
MHFA, were not final - not 
definitive, but preparatory, to be 
more worked out in later stages.

Proponents speak 

Joe Wishcamper, vice president. 
of the Tambone Corporation, and 
Attorney Joseph Courtney 
represented the proponents 
statements, in the second half of 
the hearing. Mr. Wishcamper 
spoke for half an hour, and 
Courtney for eight minutes. 

Wishcamper said it was impor- 
tant to realize, in discussing public 
housing develgpments, that there 
are apples and oranges. 

There have been 30 or 40 years of 
housing developments, and many 
of those developments have not 
worked out well. 

The developments under the 
MHPA have no relationships what- 
soever to such public projects as 
Columbia Point, and Neptune 
Park. He noted that there had 
been testimony about pig roasts 
and addicts, but that this 
testimony had no relationship to 
the type of project being planned. 

The projects being developed at 
this time are in a program that is 
eight years old, and it has been an 
extremely successful program. 
Cities and towns with housing pro- 
jects sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency are proud to have them. 

The federally assisted programs 
are different programs, with in- 
adequate funding. 

On the other hand the budget for 
this type of housing is typically 
luxurious. Only 80 units will be in 
the low income category. 

The salaries of the medium in- 
come tenants will be in the $13 - $14 
thousand class. The 25% of 
tenants who will be in the low in- 
come can earn up to $7700 a year, 
and the 25% that will remain, will 
have no restriction on their in- 
come. 

Wilmington, by the 1970 census, 
had 4066 families he said. Thirty- 
five per cent of those were 
qualified as being under $11,000 a 
year - and thus can qualify for 
medium income homes in this 
development. 

Only the MHFA regulations are 
applicable, for eligibility. There 
are no state taxpayers’ funds in- 
volved. There are bonds, which do 
not cost the taxpayer anything. 

Referring to Woburn Street traf- 
fic, which had been brought up 
several times, Wishcamper said 
that there Would be 350 parking 
spaces on the project, with spaces 
for 1'2 cars per unit. He declared 
that there would be no intensive 
traffic conditions. If every car left 
the project between 7 and 8:30 
a.m. there would be only four cars 
per minute 

Traffic problems, Wishcamper 
said, are industrial - when 
everyone leaves a plant at 4:30 
p.m. 

The road to Woburn Street would 
be a divided lane, in the develop- 
ment. The five acres (at the 
northerly end) near Concord 
Street would not be for any roads, 
except possibly emergency 
vehicles. 


the other land which was spoken 
of. easterly of the project, consists 
of eight acres - or 16 homes, if 
developed. It has no right to 774 
housing, and very little chance of 
that. 

To the remarks of no more space 
in the school system, Wishcamper 
said, that like any other town, 
Wilmington will have to expand its 
school system, and that this pro- 
ject is going to be paying in taxes, 
a tremendous sum of money, per 
acre. 

Wilmington people, he declares, 
will be selected for the develop- 
ment. “We believe most of the 
school children will be of 
Wilmington, - when the families 
get into the development.” 

The State Judicial Supreme 
Court, Wishcamper said, has ruled 
that the school system is not a 
relevant question. “‘If this board 
or any other board of appeals 
decides on school impact the deci- 
sion is not valid.”’ 

Wishcamper said a Wilmington 
committee could keep the housing 
for Wilmington people. A Tenant 
Selection Committee would be free 
to choose the tenants. Tambone 
would be willing to recognize a 
committee to retain selection of 
the low and moderate income 
tenants. 

The firm is willing to allow the 
Wilmington Housing Authority or a 
committee to be appointed by the 
board of appeals, for the life of the 
development. 

“It is our intention that this be a 
Wilmington development." 

Courtne:

Attorney Courtney pointed out 
that this project is not a Columbia 
Point. or a Pruitt-Igoo develop- 
ment. “This is not to be a ghetto - 
it is not to be a racial opposite." 

It is, Courtney declared, a place 
that will provide housing for 
families of mixed income to live on 
the same basis. As such it will be, 
in effect, self policing in that 
families who do not conform will 
not remain. 

Someone, Courtney said, had 
asked about shopping facilities for 
the elderly. There will be a mini- 
bus for the elderly. 

Someone else, he noted, had 
brought up the question of a 
default. That would be for the 
MHFA to take over, a legal agen- 
cy. It was an event that was not 
likely to happen. 

‘‘What is being proposed”’ 
Courtney declared ‘represents 
change. Tomorrow has become to- 
day. I can only repeat what has 
been said - this is a good proposal, 
well financed." 

Courtney revealed that the 
proposed six story building for the 
elderly housing is now to be a five 
story building, with a part of it to 
be a three story building. 

Recess 

There .was a ninteen minute 
recess. Then Courtney and 
Wishcamper had direct questions 
from the board. 

Wishcamper said that one floor 
in the elderly housing had been 
eliminated, and the maximum 
height was not forty-five feet. The 
lowering had been made because 
of fire department objections. 

The construction of the streets 
within the project would conform 
to the subdivision regulations of 
Wilmington. 

There was a considerable con- 
versation between Wishcamper 
and the chairman relative to the 
height of the building with elderly 
housing. Wishcamper said they 
believed a lower building would be 
undesirable. He described the 
water mains for fire purposes and 
other facilities, and discussed 
buildings for the elderly in 
Woburn, Arlington, Malden and 
Melrose. 

To sum up he declared they had 
found that the elderly prefer a 
building with an elevator, rather 
than to walk up two stories. 

In discussing rents, Wishcamper 
said that every year the developer 
has to submit a statement to the 
MHFA showing costs, and that the 
MHFA then determines what the 
rents will be. 

The board of appeals, in discuss- 
ing materials, was told ‘your 


materials.’
